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Conversations that three House 
members, two senators, three con- 
gressional staff aides and a private 
citizen had with Nicaraguan govern- 
ment officials about aid to contra 
rebels in the mid-1980s were inter- 
cepted by U.S. intelligence ser- 
vices, Sen. David L. Boren (D- 
Okla.) disclosed yesterday. 

Boren, chairman of the Senate in- 
telligence committee considering 
the nomination of Robert M. Gates 
to head the CIA, told reporters af- 
ter a closed hearing with Gates that 
there was nothing “improper, illegal 
or embarassing” about what the 
members were quoted as saying in 
the intelligence reports. 

The panel's review of the inter- 
cepts, prompted by testimony from 
former CIA official Alan D. Fiers two 
weeks ago, found that neither Gates 
nor the intelligence agencies did any- 
thing improper, Boren added. 

The review showed that the State 
Department, CIA and Pentagon sub- 
mitted a total of 11 requests to the 
eavesdropping National Security 
Agency for reports about specific 
individuals— seven requests from 
the State Department alone. 

Boren said the review uncovered 
two questionable uses of the highly 
classified intelligence material. In 
one instance, a report was given to 
someone in the executive branch 
who had no need to know the infor- 
mation. In the other, CIA files con- 
tain indications that then-CIA Di- 
rector William J. Casey was consid- 
ering giving one of the intercept 
reports to someone in Congress, 
Boren said. It is not clear yet 
whether that occurred, he said. 

During a televised talk show last 
July, syndicated columnist Robert

nagua. Nov ik attributed the c olumn 
to cables tiiat “surfaced on Capitol. 
Hill where ve obtained them.” 

He said y isterday he did not think 
the cable h : used was the same as 
the interceits now being investi- 
gated. But le added: “It was in the 
nature of a ranscript There were a 
lot of direct quotes back and forth.” 

In his e; rlier testimony, Fiers, 
who helped run the secret aid pro- 
gram to the contra rebels, said he 
told superiors about a relationship 
between the Sandinistas and a staff 
aide to then-Rep. Michael Barnes 
(D-Md.) thal “was, to my mind, out- 
rageous.” His complaints, Fiers 
added, “pro! ably caused” Casey to 
meet with I ames about the issue. 
Barnes said le felt Casey had been 
trying to inti nidate Congress. 

Boren did lot mention names, but 
said in one instance the CIA coun- 
terintelligence office asked the Na- 
tional Securi y Agency for informa- 
tion about ai individual in one con- 
gressional office. The material in the 
conversation was innocent and noth- 
ing more was done, he said. 

Boren said the committee’s inves- 
tigation will continue to assure that 
intelligence agencies have proper 
procedures tc guard privacy rights. 
The House intelligence panel also is 
reviewing the intercepts.
